is so much worse than any of us supposed until we called the roll of our civic 
neighbors, of our Indiana sister cities, and of our rival industrial and trade cen- 
ters, that we are simply astounded.

lighting, that "the city's system is not the worst, but is far from being the best," 
will agree that the stubborn facts we have presented are a little upsetting. 


We do not feel like dwelling. further upon. the humiliating results of our own 


figures, except .to -point out that in that humiliation may be found THE TRUE 
BASIS FOR AN EABLY EEMEDY. 


Fort Wayne has allowed other cities and towns to outclass it in the matter of 


street illumination, through "the natural working out of several causes: Its own 
preoccupation with strictly local issues; the false pride that leads public men and 
the press to abstain from healthful criticism of evils which the community has be- 
come accustomed to, and other reasons which we need not go into. 


As an electric lighting company, it may be urged that we, who would natural- 


ly be in possession of the facts, should have warned the community that so far from 
having what some have boasted — one of the best lighted cities — we had one of the 
worst, if not the real limit. 


But as to this point we ask our Fort Wayne brethren to remember that so long 


as we supplied the electricity for lighting the city's streets, such a plea for more 
lamps could not well come from us. We should have been heralded far and wide as 
selffish, grasping and all that. 


This is the first time in years — now that the municipality is doing its own 


street lighting — that we could freely, fully and without prejudice to ourselves or 
anyone lay before the community the facts in the case. 
Now What Shail Be Done? 


That is the question, and the sooner it is settled the better. We have some sug-

.Gruels properly made and .daintily served are invaluable where 


food is required that shall quench thirst an;l satisfy hunger without 
overloading the stomach or affording too great a stimulant. Tho dif- 
ference between gruels and porridges is but one of a degree, the por- 
ridges being thicker than the gruels. 
Both are cooked mixtures of 


various grains or flours made with water or milk. They require long 
and thorough cooking to make them digestible. This should be done 
in a double boiler to avoid scorching. 
Gruels may be served hot or 


cold, but should be always freshly made of the flour, arrowroot, com- 
siarck and rice flour. 


Use two level teaspoonfuls dissolved with a little cold water to a 


smooth paste and one saltspoon of salt to a pint of boiling water. 
Cook two hours. Oatmeal should be cooked from five to eight hours 
unless it is to be strained, as the cellular tissue is very irritating to 
diseases of the intestines or in any case of weak digestion. For foods 
that have already been partially "cooked, like farina, stir one table- 
spoonful of the food and one saltspoon of salt into a full cup of boil- 
ing water and cook twenty minutes. Add a cup of milk and hoat 
thoroughly. Barley grusi is excellent in gastric troubles or fevers. 
Cook one ounce of pearl barley in eaoueh hot water to cover well 
for two minutes:. Pour off the water, add one quart of cold water 
and cook slowly for two hours. Strain, suit to taste and sweeten or 
flavor slightly if desired.

Bradley has been governor of the 


state, the first republican ever elect- 
ed to that office in Kentucky; has 
tried five times and was elected the 
sixth try to the senate by a democratic 
legislature, snd in nil ways is the 
roost picturesque gift, in language a7id 
appearance of the many contributions 
to the delight of the nations which 
Kentucky has sent out of her boun- 
daries.

:hat the medical missionary has a pe- 
culiar advantage In opening the way 
for the gospel. A United States om 
cial in the Philippines told us that in 
his visits among the hill tribes he saw 


* 
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had most interesting experiences to 
relate about the great number of peo- 
ple who had become Christians by 
first receiving medical aid. Even one 
person in a village cured had the ef- 
fect of making all of the others will- 
ing to listen to the preaching of the 
gospel. In a certain village in China 
was an old man named Kung, who had 
a blind sou. A missionary came to 
that village to preach the gospel, 
and, finding the blind boy. sent him to 
school in Peking; and he came back 
a flne Christian,' able to read credit- 
ably the raised letter books which arc 
prepared in that school, and also able 
to make such books himself. When 
the people saw how wonderfully im- 
proved the blind son had become, and 
that he could even write his own 
books and make his own library, it 
made an impression on the villagers, 
and they were less hostile to Chris 
tianity. for they knew that heathen 
religions are always cruel to the un- 
fortunate. 
The blind young man is 


now a valued evangelist. 


But notice the great paucity of 


ical missionaries in China. In China 
there Is one medical missionary to 
one and two-thirds millions of'people; 
In the United States the same number 
of people have 2,667 physicians. Who 
will not say there is an open door 
for usefulness in China? Some medi- 
cal missionary schools are now in] 
operation in China, and ere long there 
will begin to be a supply of native 


Christian physicians. Some of these 
sch'ools are for the education of Chin- 
ese women physicians, and girl gradu- 
ates are already at work among the 
women and children, doing skilful 
work, even surgery. 
There is in 


China one hospital for the Insane for 
more than four hundred millions of 
people. It Is conducted by American 
missionaries. We are told that 45 per 
cent of those who are brought there 
are sent home well. Before Christian 
ity placed this beneficent institution 
in China, Insane people1 did indeed live 
the lives of dogs; being chained in 
courtyards or sheds adjacent to' dwell- 
ings. The effect that this Retreat for 
the Insane" has upon Ihe Chinese peo- 
ple In general may be judged from the 
fact that, during the Boxer war, or- 
ders were given by the Boxers that it 
must be preserved. 
In passing it 


must be told that the physician in 
charge of that retreat said to us that 
new developments in insanity were 


physician. He spoke of one instance'! now being shown in patients brought 


to them, which are traceable to al- 
coholic drinks. Shame upon the white i 
nations of the world, Including the' 
United States, England, Germany and 
France, that send such liquors to 
China, which, has been a prohibition 
land for centuries! 


But medical missions are planted 


in missionary lands other than China, 
and always with the result of being 
a most effective means for opening 
the -way for the preaching of the gos- 
pel. 


And Is this strange? since 


Christ Was the First Medical Mission- 


In that opening sermon of his min- 


istry, which he preached in the syna- 
gogue at Nazareth, he read from the 
prophet Isaiah: "The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because he anointed 
me to preach good tidings to the poor; 
he hath sent me to proclaim release 
to the captives, and recovering of 
sight to the blind; to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, to proclaim 
the acceptable year of the Lord." And 
then he said: 
"Today hath this 


scripture been fulfilled in your ears." 
And during the three years and more 
of his ministry he went about healing 
all manner of diseases, and even 
bringing the dead back to life. Not 
only did he heal the body, but the 
soul as well, and in the art of healing 
he is the sovereign physician.

KEEP THE CATTLE HEALTHY 


In Preventing Tuberculosis the 


Methods of Dr. Bernard Bang 


Have Proven Successful. 


Or. Bernard 
Bang of Denmark, 


under special government grant, at- 
tempted in 1892 gradually to change 
a tuberculous herd of cattle into a 
healthy herd. He tested 208 head, find- 
Ing SO per cent of the milk cows and 
40 per cent of the young cattle and 
calves diseased. 


He made a solid board partition in 


the stable and completely separated the 
healthy animals from those that had 
reacted. 


The calves of the diseased mothers 


were removed immediately after birth 
from the infected stable and after hav- 
ing the raw milk of their mothers the 
first day were always afterward given 
boiled milk or the milk of healthy 
cows. 


This plan was followed year after 


year. 
The -Isolation was somewhat 


defective, the farmer did not promptly 
remove th« highly tuberculous animals 
and some Infection of the healthy herd 
was revealed by the semi-annua.1 tests. 


But, in spite of these drawbacks, the 


healthy division increased year by year 
and the task of cleaning up the herd 
was finally completed by selling the 
rest ot the reacting animals, about 30 
head. 


The superior milk from this farm 


is now sold In Copenhagen as "milk 
for infants," and in the test of last 
year not one of the 208 animals re- 
acfid. 


Dr. Bang says it was soon demon- 


strated that the principle of keeping 
the calves and healthy cattle away 
from infection was correct and that 
wherever carried 
out carefully his 


method has shown that a healthy herd 
can easily be raised from the calves 
of diseased mothers. 


He wants the badly infected animals 


killed at once, but would keep those 
of the Infected division that do not 


',-„ \ how progress of the disease and raise 


their calves in healthy quarters on 
milk protected from Infection. 


Dr. Bang's method was tried suc- 


cessfully by many, the results of sev- 
enty-five being here given: 


Seventy-five 
owners, 
3,637 cattle 


tested the first time 1892-1898, nearly 
two-thirds or 2,246 reacting. 


After the testing and isolation had 


.been continued for a number of years, 
the final test applied to the 5,256 ani- 
mals in the healthy sections thus de- 
veloped, revealed only 34 diseased cat- 
tle. 


Sixty-six 
of these 
demonstrations 


were on small farms having a total of 
1,825-cattle, of which 1,045 reacted and 
the last test showed 1,896 cattle In 
these herds not one of which was in- 
fected. These results were computed 
by Dr. Bang in 1905. No one could 
want irpe complete and striking .proof 
of the practical success of this simple 


•-- ta£?ns of preventing contagion. 


The following separate instances ex- 


plain the applications of the 'Bang 
method very clearly: In 
a. Jutland 


herd of 225 cattle 139 reacted in 1894 
(82 per cent of the full-grown ani 
mals); in 1908 there was just one re- 
action out of 2-15 head; entire cost of 
treatment, $270. 


In 1806 Count Wedell had 240 cattle 


tested, 166 reacting; in 1908, 264 tested 
3 reacting. 


• Ahlamann had 271 diseased cattle in 
1895, 80 per cent of all; in J.908 only 6 
reacted in his healthy herd of 373 and 


• his reacting division had been reduced 


to 10. 


E. Tutein, 115 head reacting in 1895 


70 per cent of all; last test only 2 re- 
acting out of 158. 


Tesdorpf in 1893 tested only his 


calves and young cattle, 183 head, find- 
Ing-31 diseased; in 1907 only 11 animals 
reacted out of his 876 healthy cattle at 
four 'farms, while the reacting and non- 


• 
tested division had been reduced to 


Count D. S., 315 tested, 286 reacted 


80 per cent of all; healthy animals 


, 
isolated at .separate farms. In 1901 one 
farm had 208, every one healthy; at the 
other farm four reacted out of 126. In 
1907- only 2 animals reacted out of 593 
and the reacting division was reduced 
to 30 cows. 


Langerman tested,45 calves In 1896 


finding 15 diseased; the testing of the 
calves was continued and gradually a 
perfectly healthy herd was bred, num- 
bering 197 this year. 
^Scavenius tested 94 young cattle in 


1895, 
half reacting; in 1907 only 9 


diseased cattle out of 443 and 2. react- 
ing division of 41. 


The total expense of this isolation on 


one small farm where the cattlef were 
badly diseased was. only $54 and in 
some instances the cost was still less 


In Hungary many highly infected 


herds were freed of tuberculosis in 
tour to six years by the Bang method. 


Pr.of««sor Gustav Regner reported to 


the International Veterinary congress 
at Budapest in 1905 36,149 cattle show- 
Ing 33.6 per cent ot infection and that 
two to nine years' application of the 
Bang method reduced the diseased ani-' 
mals to 4.7 per cent 
,In the United States extensive ex- 
periments have been made. Dr. H I/ 
Russell, dean of the agricultural col- 
lege, tells of his successful use of the 
Bang method in Wisconsin; In his first 
attempt he raised 27 healthy calves 
. from-diseased! mothers in three years 
f 
Professor V. A, Moore of Cornell 


university reports that this method has 
been applied with success at the 
Geneva (N. Y.) experiment station and 
by several private cattle owners.

IN AND OUT OF THE PIG PEN 


Progression Is the order of the day 


and in no direction is there more prog- 
ress being made than in the breeding 
of swine. 


The time is past when we can con- 


sider a man's success In swine grow- 
ing based upon luck. 


Good drainage is essential on the hog 


farm and no amount of tile or artificial 
draining will take the place ot good 
natural drainage. 


While hills and valleys make an ideal 


place for a hog farm, the herd should 
be kept as near to the source of the 
water as possible because of the dan- 
ger of the stock becoming afflicted with 
cholera and other diseases caused by 
the stream 
being contaminated 
by 


swine further up stream. 


A model breeding farm should be pro- 


vided with a timber lot or large grove. 
There Is no shade like natural shade 
and trees soften the cold winds during 
the winter. Their value cannot be over- 
estimated when properly utilized by the 
swine grower. 


The breeder who would be successful 


in this age of close competition must 
have the, closest and keenest discrim- 
ination of what is necessary to con- 
stitute an animal of Individual merit, 
or, more properly, he must have flrmly 
fixed in his mind the exact contour of 
a perfect pig. Then he must have an 
Idea of the kind of breeding stock re- 
quired to produce such a pig. 


There are numerous breeds of swine 


varying not only In size, color, shape, 
feeding qualities and general character- 
istics, but also in the quality of their 
product. 


It is not the great, big fat pig that 


brings home the money, but the pig 
that will weigh from 200 to 300 pounds 
at from C to 10 months of age that 
captures the top prices: 


The breeding animals of the herd 


should receive the very best care and 
attention at all times, but with all of 
our knowledge of breeding and feeding 
the science of swine growing Is yet in 
its infancy. 


When corn is fed to young stock 


there is a tendency toward an increase 
In fat and a reduction in the bone, 
muscle and constitution. The skill of 
the breeder must correct such a ten- 
dency. 


The injurious effects of feeding a ra- 


tion of corn may be overcome by feed- 
Ing skim milk. 


The old-time hog houses should be 


destroyed. It is these that have given 
the hog its reputation for filth. 


Every grower should choose one 


breed and stick to it and exert him- 
self to produce the best pork that prop- 
er care and good feed will make pos- 
sible. 


Some people think a thin hog is a 


bacon hog. It Is'not, but the pig that 
is well grown on a nitrogenous ration 
and that is nice and sleek but not fat is 
the market-topper every time 


A 200-ppund pig of the bacon type 


will be thin-boned, stand well on his 
feet and is a better hog than the big- 
eared, loosely buiit, big-boned pig 


When feeding mill feed always feed 


in the form of a thick slop. Thin slops 
are not conducive of good results. 


Dispense with the old sour swill bar- 


rel. It is a disgrace on a modern hog 
farm. Ever^ pigs do not naturally like 
old, musty, sour swill.' 


It is no more our business to keep 


our hogs healthy than it is to allow 
them to keep themselves healthy. Pro- 
vide, good, sanitary quarters and they 
will do the rest.

Farmers Lose Millions of Dollars 


Every Year Through Gophers, 


Mice, Rabbits and Wolves. 


The gopher, the skunk, thc rat and 


other destructive mammals cost this 
country over one hundred million dol- 
lars every year, according to a sta.t»- 
ment by Pr. 0. Hart Marriman. The 
doctor says the chief offender is the 
sophcr. and his assistants 
estimate 


that the destruction by this pest costs 
the farmers Jl2,000.000 every year. 


The gopher ranges over the entire 


country and cnusi's destruction wher- 
ever it Is found. In thc west the irri- 
gation ditches arc destroyed by these 
little pests that burrow through the 
embankments. 
They also bore holes 


into the ditches and let the water run 
out 


Gophers do an enormous amount of 


damage to orchards by nibbling at tho 
roots under the ground.

This tree was one 
of a group of five or six, and it was 
nearly as large again as any ot the 
others. Its foliage was always bright- 
er and glossier, too, and no one know 
the cause. 


"It's awfully strange that the water 


gets low in the cistern on thc west 
side of the house so much quicker than 
that on the east side," said Mr. Brown. 
"There must be a leak. I must see to 
it at once. This has been going on for 
years." 


When the man went down Into the 


cistern after most all of the water that 
remained had been pumped out what 
should he see but a large cluster of 
long, hair-like roots of the maple tree 
hanging against thc side wall of thc 
cistern! 
They hung In bunches 
as 


large as a six-Inch stove pipe and from 
three to flve feet In length. 


It was easy to see what had kept 


the cistern always low and what, made 
the tree so much larger and fresher 
looking than the rest of them.
